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CKEMiERY  BUTTER  PRODUCTION 


Creamery  Butter  production  in  the  United  States  in  December,  estimated  at 
1X6,375^000  pounds,  vas  off  8 percent  from  December  a year  earlier,  but  was  up  9 
percent  from  the  I956-60  average  for  the  month,  the  Crop  Reporting  Board  reports. 
Production  advanced  10  percent  from  November  to  December,  compared  with  15  percent 
at  this  time  in  I96I  and  also  the  average  of  the  I958-60  period.  Total- production 
for  the  year  was  4 percent  more  than  in  I961  and  11  percent  greater  than  the  I958-60 
average.  Mill^  production  in  the  United  States  during  December  was  estimated  at 
9,79*^  million  pounds.  This  was  slightly  more  than  the  previous  record  high  for  the 
month  set  in  I96I  and  9 percent  above  the  December  1951-80  average,  Production. ad- 
vanced 5 percent  from  the  seasonal  low  in  November,  compared  with  6 percent  at  this 
time  in  I96I.  Estimated  total  millc  production  in  I962  was  about  1 percent  more  than 
the  previous  record  production  of  I96I. 

Compared  with  December  I96I,  the  East  shoved  the  only  gains  in  butter  produc- 
tion; 10  percent  in  the  North  Atlantic  States  and  l4  percent  in  the  South  Atlantic. 
Output  was  3 percent  less  in  both  the  Hest  North  Central  States  and  the  East  North 
Central,  0the7  ae sir asc s ■ were  9 percent  in  the  South  Central  States,  7 percent  in 
the  Meuntain,  rjnC.  2f  psreent  in  the  Pacific,  Output  was  down  1 percent, in  Minnesota, 

2 percent  in  Wis-;orisi  , , and  10  pei'cent  in  Iowa,  AXl  other  important  butter-producing 
states  showed  decreases  except  Vermont,  New  Yorlc,  Indiana,  Maryland,  and  Kentucky. 

Production  increased  from  November  to  December  in  all  northern  and  western 
regions,  but  decx’easei  3 percent  in  the  South  Central  States  and  1 percent  in  the 
South  Atlantic.  Output  gained  5 percent  in  the  East  North  Central  States  and  I6  per- 
cent in  the  West  North  Central.  An  l8-percent  rise  occurred  in  the  North  Atlantic 
Region.  In  the  West,  production  increased  5 percent  in  the  Pacific  States  and  l4  per- 
cent in  the  Mountain.  Production  gained  25  percent  in  Minnesota,  6 percent  in  Wis- 
consin, and  9 percent  in  Iowa.  All  important -producing  states  in  the  South  Central 
and  South  Atlantic  Regions  had  decreases  except  Maryland.  In  the  remainder  of  the 
country,  declines  occurred  only  in  Pennsylvania,  Michigan,  Missouri,  L-ashington,  and 
Other  Mountain  States.

Compared  with  December  I96I,  production  vas  less  in  all  regions  except  the 
Pacific,  vhere  it  vas  21  percent  more.  Decreases  varied  from  2 percent  in  the  Uest 
North  Central  Region  to  23  percent  in  the  South  Atlantic . Output  vas  E percent 
smaller  in  the  East  North  Central  Region.  Decreases  in  the  other  regions  vere  I6 
percent  in  the  South  Central,  21  percent  in  the  North  Atlantic,  and  6 percent  in  the 
Mountain.  Output  was  i)-  percent  less  in  Wisconsin.  Increases  vere  shoim  in  all 
other  states  of  the  North  Central  Regions  except  Illinois,  Missouri,  and  Kansas. 

Changes  from  November  to  December  vere  mixed.  Production  gained  9 percent  in 
the  East  North  Central  Region,  T/here  it  increased  11  percent  in  Wisconsin.  Output 
advanced  4 percent  in  the  West  North  Central  States  and  6 percent  in  the  Mo’ontain. 
Production  decreased  11  percent  in  the  South  Central  Region  and  I6  percent  in  the 
Pacific.  In  the  East,  decreases  \rexQ  6 percent  in  the  North  Atlantic  States  and  2 
percent  in  the  South  Atlantic.  Decreases  occurred  in  Nev  York,  Indiana,  Missouri, 
Kansas _ Kentucky,  Tennessee,  Arkansas,  Washington,  and  Oregon, 

Compared  with  the  December  I956-6O  average,  production  vas  more  in  all  regions 
except  Wie  North  Atlantic,  vhere  it  vas  12  percent  less.  Increases’  ranged  from  8 
percent  in  both  the  South  Central  and  the  South  Atlantic  Regions  to  3C  percent  in 
the  West  North  Central.  Production  vas  10  percent  larger  in  the  East  North  Central 
Region,  vhere  it  vas  9 percent  more  in  Wisconsin.  In  the  West,  output  vas  up  7 
percent  in  the  Mountain  States  and  I8  percent  in  the  Pacific. 

Production  of  miscellaneous  or  foreign-t^^e  cheese,  excluding  cottage  and  full- 
skim  /onerican,  vas  estimated  at  $60^000  pounds  in  December:  up  1 percent  from  a 
year  earlier  and  I6  percent  from  the  I958-6O  average.  Output  gained  I3  percent 
from  November.  Production  decreased  seasonally  in  Limburger,  Neufchatel,  and  "All 
Other"  while  it  held  steady  in  Blue  Mold.  The  remaining  ty^es  shoved  gains.  Com- 
pared with  a year  earlier  increases  vere  shown  only  in  Cream,  Blue  Mold, ^ and  "All 
Other."
